An Interesting Lecture Lnst Night by
Rabbi Phillipson.

THE LAST OF THE WINTER SERIES,

The Bighth Street Temple Crowded With
Hebrew Families,

RELIGION AND TS ASSAILANTS

Dr. Danicl Phillipson, Rabbi of the Re-
formed Jewish Temple at Cincinoati, de-
livered a lecture at the Bighth Street Tem-
ple, this city, last night, to a cultured an-
dience of the representatives of the best
Hebrew families in Pittsburg and Alle-
gheny.
